Nixon, Thieu discuss fragile peace 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - 
President Nixon today welcomes 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu 
to 
his 
oceanside 
compound to discuss the fragile 
Indochina cease-fire and plan a 
strategy for converting it into a 
lasting peace. 


. Demonstrators, 
estimated 
by 
police to number several hundred, 
had spent the night in the San 
Clemente State Park near the Nixon 
compound to protest Thieu’s visit 


and U.S. Vietnam policy. 
Actress Janes Fonda, who led a 
group of demonstrators outside the 
Beverly Hills Hotel where Nixon 
appeared Saturday, was among the 
leaders. 
The protests are being organized 
by about 10 antiwar groups in Los 
Angeles. 


In their private talks at the 
Western White House, Nixon plans 
to 
tell 
Thieu 
that 
the Saigon 
government must carefully adhere 


to the term s of the truce if he 
expects 
American 
backing 
in 
com bating 
violations 
by 
the 
Communists. 


Thieu, who arrived in California 
Sunday night, is seeking assurances 
that the United States which fought 
in Vietnam for more than a decade 
will continue to provide economic, 
political and military aid to his 
nation. 
He also sees his talks with Nixon 
an d 
s u b s e q u e n t 
v i s i t s 
to 


Washington, the LBJ Ranch in 
Texas and to Europe as a chance to 
build 
his 
stature 
as 
a 
world 
statesman and combat a public 
image of him as a repressive 
dictator. 
Nixon's objective in the two days 
of summit talks is to make sure that 
American troops will not have to 
return to Vietnam. He plans to 
emphasize the U.S. 
interest in 
maintaining at least the appearance 
of peace. 


The 
President 
twice 
publicly 
warned Hanoi to stop infiltrating 
troops and equipment into South 
Vietnam or face “consequences.” 
The clear implication was that 
bombing of North Vietnam might be 
resumed if there are continued 
cease-fire violations. 
Nixon has not commented publicly 
on truce breaches by Saigon. But he 
is concerned that violations by South 
Vietnam will invite retaliation by 
the Communists and he is expected 


to privately warn Thieu to restrain 
his own forces. 
Nixon carefully orchestrated the 
details 
of 
the 
Thieu 
visit 
to 
dem onstrate 
warm 
friendship 
between Washington and Saigon 
without 
investing 
more 
than 
absolutely necessary of his own 
prestige in the survival of the South 
Vietnamese president.

royalty” and should testify openly 
like other people, Ervin said. 
Ervin 
said 
that 
hev favored 
proceeding with testimony of other 
available 
w itn esses 
in 
the 
investigation of the 1972 bugging of 
th e 
D e m o c r a tic 
n a tio n a l 
headquarters 
and 
then 
issuing 
subpeonas for White House aides if 
they continue to refuse to appear 
formally. 
That could lead 
to a direct 
confrontation between Congress and 
the White House over presidential 
use of the doctrine of executive 
privilege under which President 


Nixon has refused to permit formal 
testimony by present and former 
aides. Nixon has said he would be 
willing to defend the policy in the 
courts. 
Ervin renewed his threat to seek 
arrest for contempt of anyone who 
refuses 
to 
cooperate 
with 
the 
committee. 
“If all the allegations (about 
Watergate) are true, we have to 
consider this was an assault on the 
integrity of the process by which the 
President of the United States is 
chosen,” Ervin said. 
“Every person —be he Republican 
or Democrat or mugwump —should 
cooperate with the committee to try 
to determine the truth of these 
allegations.” 
He said he felt the White Hpuse 
refusal to let aides testify was a 
“terrible disservice to the high 
office of the presidency.” 


School officials deny 
charge by candidate

School 
administrators 
today 
denied 
charges 
that 
they 
had 
discriminated 
against 
a 
school 
board candidate in the distribution 
of election campaign material on 
campus. 
The 
candidate, 
George 
Mills, 
charged in a statement dated March 
30 and distributed today that he had 
been the object of “partisanship 
treatment by the administrative 
office of Lompoc Unified School 
District...” 
The dispute arose last Thursday 
when Mills was turned down in an 
effort to have secretaries at Lompoc 
High School place copies of his 
campaign 
statem ent 
in 
the 
individual on-campus mail boxes of 
teachers. Later that day, according 
to Millsy officials at Lompoc Junior 
High 
School 
made the 
same 
determination. 
In his statement, Mills declared: 
“Other 
candidates 
have 
been 
arriving at the schools, talking to 
the 
teachers 
and 
giving 
their 
political blurbs and talks—all on the 
school premises during school time. 
Although I would like to do the 
same, I am not free to do so. As a 
substitute for a personal visit, 1 
wrote a one page letter to the 
teachers. These were addressed to 
each teacher and delivered to four 
schools on the morning of Thursday, 
March 29th.” The rebuff from 
Lompoc High School came that 
afternoon. 
Lompoc High School Principal 
Robert 
Paisola 
denied 
that 
electioneering has taken place on 
his campus during school hours, as

asserted by Wills but later conceded 
that one candidate had been given a 
tour of the campus during school 
hours. Paisola said he told Mills he 
could tour the campus, the only 
restriction being “during the work 
day, he can’t be permitted to come 
on campus and campaign.” 
Paisola told the Record today “I 
could not allow the teachers’ mail 
boxes as a vehicle for his campaign, 
also I could not allow the school 
secreta ries 
to 
spend 
tim e 
distributing the campaign letter.” 
Paisola said he told Mills he could 
have 
a 
teacher 
distribute 
the 
candidate’s election letter to other 
teachers on campus, but that it 
could not be done in the school’s 
adminstrative 
building 
and 
the 
clerical staff could not be utilized in 
the distribution. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan said 
it was- district policy that “You 
can’t use school facilities such as 
teacher mail boxes to distribute 
election 
campaign 
m aterial.” 
However, she was unable to find the 
policy spelled out in the district’s 
policy code. 
She said the question arose when a 
principal of a school at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base called the district 
office for clarification of policy. 
Mrs. 
Milligan 
said 
Assistant 
Superintendent Mel Wilde had made 
a statement on the question for 
school officials. 
Wilde made a statement on the 
question shortly before the Record’s 
deadline today. 
Wilde 
conceded 
that 
some 
candidates had come on campus to 
tour the facilities and talk, but he 
could not say whether this had 
occurred 
during 
regular 
school 
hours. He said Mills wasn’t turned, 
down, but that the district policy on 
the 
auestion 
had 
merely 
been 
spellea out. “If he wants to put a 
U.S. stamp on his campaign state­ 
ment, we’ll put it in the teachers’ 
boxes,” Wilde said. Wilde conceded 
that election material from Lompoc 
Education Association is placed in 
individual boxes, but that is per a 
negotiated agreement with LEA’ 
Wilde said the policy was to 
protect the teachers’ mail boxes 
from a large volume of unsolicited 
mail.

EST) 
after two buddies convinced them to 
give up.

Vandenberg AFB use 
for shuttle discussed 


The Department of Defense plans 
“heavy reliance” on and “strongly 
supports” the development and use 
of the Space Shuttle and since 1970 
has been studying its application to 
the proposed Vandenberg Air Force 
Base launch site. 


That was the message delivered 
by Col. H. S. Davis, an Air Force 
space planning spokesman, at a 
joint meeting Friday of the Santa 
Barbara, 
Vandenberg 
and 
San 
Francisco branches of the American 
Institute 
for 
Aeronatics 
and 
Astronautics in Santa Maria. 


In the statement, the first shuttle 
related murmur from the DOD in 
months, Davis specified: 


“We 
envision 
Space 
Shuttle 
facilities at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base to consist of an expansion of 
th e 
e x istin g 
runw ay, 
the 
construction of a deservicing and 
safing facility, an orbiter tow-way, a 
marine facility, an industrial area,

an integration and mating facility, a 
railed transporterway and one or 
more launch pads located in the 
Sudden Ranch area.” 
The m ajor facilities that would be 
located in the industrial area, Davis 
said, would be an external fuel tank 
checkout 
and storage facility, an 
orbiter maintenance and checkout 
facility and a payload operations 
facility. 
The DOD, he said, will operate the 
shuttle using existing applicable 
Vandenberg 
installations 
and 
cooperating 
with 
local 
NASA 
agencies to the maximum. 
Davis also indicated: 
— That all solid rocket boosters 
will probably be shipped into this 
area by rail where they will be 
placed in an interim storage area. 
— That the orbiter external fuel 
tanks will be shipped to this area 
whole and will not require assembly 
here. 
— That the DOD hasn’t yet 
decided 
whether 
to 
mate 
the 
orbiter, 
solid 
fuel 
rockets and 
external tank in an assembly area, 
as was done in the apollo projects, 
or right on the launch pads. 
The 
first 
launch 
from 
the 
estimated $500 million Vandenberg 
facility is tentatively slated for 
early in the next decade. 


Council to consider

Committee are still conducting their 
studies on the requests but city staff 
officials report the property owners, 
in the interest of time, would like to 
get council annexation approval and 
planning 
commission 
prezoning 
approval concurrently. 
If approved by the council the 
annexation requests would go to the 
county Local Agency Formation 
C o m m i s s i o n 
(L A F C O ) 
for 
consideration. 


In other matters the council will 
receive the resignation of Eugene 
(Forbes 
from 
the 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission, 
and 
a 
resolution changing the salary rates 
for the director of public works-city 
engineer 
and 
assistan t 
city 
administrator positions. 
In his letter of resignation Forbes 
wrote 
“ ...irregularity

difficult for me to attend the Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission 
meetings and this throws an extra

commissioners.” 
In the salary change resolution the 
council is being asked to decrease 
the rate for the public works 
director-city engineer position and 
increase it for the assistant city 
administrator. If the change is 
approved each would be in the $1.256 
to $1,530 per month pay range. 


Today students need salable’ training

a two part series). 
A generation ago the plum or the 
goal for most high school graduates 
was 
a 
college 
degree 
and 
a 
profession — preferably one that 
didn’t involve getting the hands 
dirty. 


Today the drive is to provide each 
high school senior with a salable or 
a job entry skill. 
Despite the 
dedication to this goal, however, 
despite resolutions emanating from 
the U.S. Commissioner’s office or 


from 
Sacramento, 
high 
school 
counselors are still fumbling in their 
attempt 
to 
make 
vocational 
occupations sound like worthy goals 
for young people. Students and their 
parents and even some teachers and 
school administrators perpetuate 
the concept that the cleaner the 
w o r k 
t h e 
b e t t e r . 
S o m e 
administrators still divide students 
into “those who work with their 
hands and those who work with their 
minds.” Vocational education is still 
synonymous in some minds with 
plumbing, or auto mechanics, both 
lucrative fields. 
Gains are being made, however. 


Last 
week, 
Gordon 
deMarrais, 
vocational coordinator for Lompoc 
Unified School District gave the 
school board an outline of a five- 
year vocational education program 
— a program that in DeM arrais’ 
opinion could be achieved. 
Even before the ink was dried 
however, there were changes and 
one was noted, at the school board 
meeting Top priority will be given 
to a simulated office program for 
both Lompoc and Cabrillo High 
Schools instead of to a graphics 
program. 
Second will come food services 
programs at the two high schools. 


and possibly at the same time, the 
graphics program at Cabrillo. 


Funds 
to 
support 
vocational 
education 
programs 
have 
been 
limited, and reflect little of the 
charged talk about preparing each 
high school senior with a salable or 
job entry skill. 


Last year the local district got 
about 
$45.000 
in 
Vocational 
Education 
Act 
money, 
for 
operations, this year only about 
$42,000. 
DeMarrais 
and 
others, 
however, are optimistic.

Beef edges up despite boycott 


United Press International 
Housewives 
and 
consumer 
groups 
pledged to keep up the pressure with meat 
boycotts in protest against high prices 
across the nation, and there was some 
reflection of their stay-away tactics in 
markets for meat on the hoof today. 
Hog prices were slightly off at principal 
Midwest 
markets 
in 
early 
trading, 
dropping as much as $4 per hundred pounds 
at the big East St. Louis, 111., market, and 
at Joliet 111., and as much as $3 at Peoria, 
111. 


Meat packers, some of whom have 
decreed plant layoffs until the situation 
settles down, watched apprehensively for 
trends 
in beef marketing. 
But beef 
prices—at the live level not included in the 
new price freeze—edged $1 to $1.50 higher 
at princinal markets. 
The imnact of the April Fools’ week 
boycott of meat is already being felt, with 
packing houses laying off employes. More 
than 1,000 workers have been laid off at 
meat packing firms in the beef-rich lowa- 
Nebraska area, and California packers laid

No fault 


Assemblyman Jack Fenton has again shoved his 
“no fault” auto insurance package through the 
Assembly. And, despite the fact it is the fourth year 
he has been pushing this mythical “insurance 
reform”, the bill barely squeaked out. It received only 
the required 41 votes, two less than last year when a 
dead Assemblyman was recorded in the Journal as 
having voted. 
The measure is opposed by many labor unions and 
consumer groups. That should tell the public 
something. It should signal the fact the bill really isn’t 
going to help the average man. In fact, besides taking 
away his legal rights to sue for damages, it is going to 
raise his insurance costs. 
True, the Fenton bill contains a limitation on 
E 
remiums. But this has been termed “phoney” 
ecause it is only for one year and contains an escape 
clause to permit the insurance companies to “adjust” 
the rates, the limits notwithstanding. 
That the average man’s insurance costs will go up 
by virtue of the bill, if it is passed by the Senate, is 
clear. For it has the requirement that all auto 
insurance written thereafter must contain provisions 
for personal injury benefits. 
Now most people already have accident, health, 
medical and hospital insurance. But the Fenton bill 
would compel them to pay a second premium for such 
insurance in order to get their auto insured. 
And, even though they will be forced to pay twice 
for hospital insurance they can only collect once. And 
it won t necessarily be from the auto insurance 
company who may give nothing for the money paid. 
For the Fenton bill specifically provides that any 
benefits received from separate health insurance 
policies will be deducted from that to be paid by the 
auto insurer. No credit is given the motorist on the 
cost of his insurance by reason of the fact he already 
has other health insurance. Fenton and the insurance 
companies know a good thing when they see it. 
According to the critics of the bill that is just one of 
the phoney gimmicks in the Fenton bill. Another, they 
say, is the provision which supposedly protects one 
against refusals to renew or arbitrary cancellations. 
It provides this may not be done “solely” by reason 
of age, sex, marital status, race or occupation or if a 
claimant files for an injury for which he was not to 
blame. A combination of these would make it all right. 
And what happened to the “no fault” concept if a 
policy can be cancelled because the claimant was to 
blame? 
Instead of giving the enforcement of that provision 
to the Insurance Commissioner it is given to the 
District Attorney who is not likely to relisn the task. It 
is well known that the companies cancel all the time, 
not because one has too many accidents but too many 
claims (like one or two) for malicious damage or theft 
caused by car clouters and not related to his driving at 
all. 
It is also well known that insurance companies do 
not want to write policies unless you buy all of your 
coverage 
from 
them. 
By 
making 
“no-fault” 
mandatory it will subject every motorist to pressures 
to buy all insurance from one company. 
The Fenton bill illustrates the fallacy of legislating 
slogans 
instead 
of 
carefully 
scrutinizing 
the 
provisions of a proposed bill. 
Still unanswered is the need for this law. Anyone 
who wants ‘no fault’ insurance can get it right now 
through at least two companies. And they can get it 
without sacrificing their rights to go into court and get 
special damages for injuries from the person who 
caused them.

Supreme Court upholds block of pipeline 


WASHINGTON ( UPI i — Conservationist 
groups won a major legal victory today 
when the Supreme Court returned to 
disturb a lower court ruling blocking 
construction of the controversial multi­ 
million dollar Alaskan oil pipeline. 


Without comment, the Court rejected an 
appeal by thè government, the state of 
Alaska and the Alyeska Pipeline Service 
Co. from a U.S. Court of Appeals decision 
prohibiting the Interior Department from 
issuing a permit for the proposed 789-mile 
pipeline. 
The Feb. 9 appeals court ruling held that 


the width ot 
the ngiu-ui-way for the 
pipeline exceeded the 50-foot lim it set in a 
1920 federal law. 
The 
Alyeska 
firm , 
formed 
by 
oil 
com panies to build the pipeline, had asked 
for 
and 
obtained 
from 
the 
Interior 
Departm ent a right of wav far exceeding 
the 50-foot width. 
The

of 
way, 
for 
which 
the 
departm ent 
allotted

through special use perm its, would have 
been nearly 200 feet wide in som e areas. 
The company said the additional right-of- 
way was needed for access to the pipeline

Alyeska. the federal government and 
state authorities argued the pipeline was 
essential to help the United States cope 
with the energy crisis and to reduce 
reliance on oil im ports from foreign produ­ 
cers.

Opponents of the project had urged the 
Supreme Court against involving itself in 
the case.

POW critical of Jane Fonda criticism 


CORONADO (UPI) - A 
former prisoner of war who 
was hung by his ankles from 
meathooks for 28 hours has 
suggested 
actress 
Jane 
Fonda “check a few scars 
on a POW to see if hypocrisy 
is verifiable.” 
Cmdr. William R. Stark, a 
prisoner of war for six 
years, said in an interview 
Sunday that Miss Fonda and 
other antiwar leaders who 
visited 
Vietnam 
were 
responsible for prolonging 
the 
war 
and 
“ killing 
American POWs.” 
He noted she has been 
talking in the papers about 
POWs 
being 
hypocrites 
without verifying her facts. 
Stark’s F-4 jet was shot 
down May 19, 
1967. He 
suffered a broken left arm, 
a broken knee and multiple 
cuts. 
He said he was placed on a 
jeep floor in a way his 
fractures and cuts would 
become aggravated along 
bumpy trails. 


“Onlookers beat me with 
clubs and I passed out as I 
was shoved inside the jeep,” 
he 
said. 
“ I 
awoke 
screaming with pain from 
my arm and knee as I lay 
face down in the jeep which 
was 
bounding along the 
bumps in the road.” 
He said he was hung by his 
ankles for 28 hours and his 
ankles 
were 
punctured, 
causing streaks of infection 
to climb up his legs. 


He also said the North 
V ie tn a m e s e 
b rok e 
an 
eardrum because he could 
not rem em ber how much 
m oney his father m ade in a 
month as a police officer. 


He once was forced to sit 
on a cem ent floor with his 
hands tied behind his back 
and with a wire running 
from his arm s to his neck. 
An iron bar was placed over 
his ankles. The torturer then 


placed a foot on his back and

m e 
up 
like 
a 
su itcase,” 
so 
his 
head 
touched his toes. 
Stark said things began 
getting 
better 
after 
the 
death of Ho Chi Minh in 1969 
but not much.

The right to die with dignity 
should be everybody's right. The 
E uthanasia 
Education 
Council 
(whose meetings I have personally 
attended) in New York, has made 
available “ A Living Will.” It reads 
as follows: 
“ To My Family, My Physician, 
My Clergyman, My Lawyer — If the 
tim e comes when I can no longer 
take part in decisions for my own 
future, let this statem ent stand as 
the testam ent of my wishes: 
“If 
there 
is

expectation of my recovery from

be allowed to die and not be kept 
alive by artificial m eans or heroic 
measures.

N. Vietnam denies 
POWs were tortured 


SAIGON (UPI > — North Vietnam said Sunday that 
American prisoners of war received “very humane treat­ 
ment” and were not tortured. 
Responding to reports by some released POWs that they 
received “nightmarish” treatment at the hands of their 
North Vietnamese captors, the official North Vietnamese 
Communist party newspaper Nhan Dan (The People) said 
the charges were inspired by U.S. officials hoping to justify 
their own failures and crimes. 
“The American authorities are trying to camouflage the 
odious crimes committed by themselves and the Saigon 
administration.” the paper said in an article relayed by the 
official (North > Vietnamese News Agency and monitored in 
Saigon. 
Some POWs gave descriptions of prison life in North 
Vietnam, including charges of beatings and long periods of 
isolation, at news conferences after the final prisoners in 
Hanoi were released. 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong officers with the Joint 
Military Commission in Saigon denied the charges in state­ 
ments issued Saturday. 
In its lengthy denial, Nhan Dan did not refer to any 
specific accusations. 


Butz to defend 
food price policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz prepared to defend the administration's policies on 
food prices today in an appearance before a House 
committee considering an extension of President Nixon's 
authority to control wages and prices. 
Butz was the leadoff witness as the House Banking 
Committee resumed its deliberations on a bill that would 
extend for one year, until April 30, 1974, Nixon’s authority 
to impose controls. 
Butz was expected to undergo sharp questioning from 
congressmen who feel Nixon’s order last Thursday freezing 
beef, pork and lamb prices was too little and too late. The 
committee session came during the second day of the

organized 
by 
housewives across the nation to protest high prices. 
Also scheduled to appear before the House committee 
. were Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz, Nixon’s chief 
economic adviser, and John Dunlop, director of the Cost of 
Living Council. Butz resisted his appearance until he was 
threatened with a subpoena.

Also laid by the 
wayside by Lompoc teams were 
the 10-mile and 15-mile relays 
standards.

team was four seconds behind

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - What 
the fledgling International Track 
Association 
needs 
more 
than 
anything else is a world class athlete 
who is also a character. 
It may have found the perfect man 
in Brian Oldfield, the precocious 
shot-putter who Sunday night at San 
Francisco’s half empty Cow Palace 
put his money where his mouth is. 
Oldfield, who defies all standard 
rules of conditioning, took the world 
indoor record to 69 feet 11 Vz inches, 
and not content with the victory, he 
hammed it up for an announced 
crowd of 6,364 by taking on Lacey 
O’Neal in a 30-yard sprint. 
No one expected the curley4ocked, 
chain-smoking giant to even get out 
of the blocks against the comely 
female sprinter. But he exploded out 
of them and beat Miss Lacey as the 
crowd roared in approval. 
“That ought to shut up the 
broads,” 
Oldfield 
said 
in jest. 
“Maybe I shouldn’t do such things,” 
he added in a more serious tone, 
“but I want to have fun being a 
champion.” 
No question, Oldfield was the top 
performer in the ITA’s fourth meet. 
After laying bombs in Los Angeles 
and Portland following a good start 
at Pocatello, the pro stars put on an 
entertaining show here. 
John Radetich, who took the high 
jump world mark to 7-4 % a month 
ago, almost duplicated the feat with 
a 7-4 winning report, Lee Evans held 
off Larry James for his fourth 
victory in the 500 run, Australian 
Chris Fisher took the 1,000 in the 
good time of 2:06.9, and Kip Keino, 
improving with each meet, won the 
mile in 4:04.4 in other events of note. 
But Oldfield easily was the star 
of the show. He suffered a twinge in 
his throwing elbow on an early 
throw and when it seemed that 
neither Randy Matson, the world 
outdoor record holder, nor Karl Salb 
could beat him, he uncorked his 
winning form on the final attempt. 
It was a $1,000 throw. Under the 
ITA format, Oldfield got $500 for 


winning the event, the fourth time 
he has won it, and an additional $500 
for setting the world record. That 
boosted Oldfield’s earnings in four 
meets to $2,550, tops on the tour. 
He needs the money probably 
more than the others because he 
recently 
quit 
his 
job 
as 
a 
correctional teacher at the Illinois 
State Training School, an institution 
for troubled youngsters. 
“This is it for me,” Oldfield says. 
“Frankly, I need the money. I don’t 
have a job so I have to make it out 
here.” 
Oldfield beat the listed mark 
—held by George Woods—by two 
inches. 
“Heck, you haven’t seen anything 
yet,” he said. “The way I feel, 70 
feet is just around the corner, and 
when I get 70, 71 won’t be safe 
either.” 
Evans boosted his earnings to 
$2,500 to trail Oldfield by $50. 
Warren Edmonson, 
unbeaten in 
three 60-yard races, lost by a hair to 
Jean-Louis Ravelomanantsoa but 
still picked up $250 to stand third on 
the money list with $2,142.

Good integration? 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - A large 
i number of American big cities have 
always had at least a few areas 
which were “suburban” in some 
ways — houses with a spacious, 
green, 
well-kept 
setting, 
more 
neighborliness, a sense of good 
living. I have watched one in 
Chicago go slowly downhill, when it 
should not have. 
It was one of two or three such 
enclaves on the city’s South Side, for 
long years miles from the decades- 
old Black Belt which formed the 
basic core of the black population in 
Chicago. 
As the city’s blacks rose in 
number (a general northern city 
phenomenon), they ranged further 
southward, widened their westerly- 
running zone (where the riots of the 
mid-1960s occurred), fanned out 
elsewhere. Even in the 1950s, a city 
expert told me some blacks lived in 
45 of Chicago’s 50 wards.

The enclave I have in mind was 
ultimately surrounded by blacks 
living in three-story apartments 
once occupied by middle class 
whites. These were solidly-built 
places, a great deal sturdier and 
roomier than their counterparts 
today. 
Black 
owners 
and 
renters 
gradually 
took 
over 
a 
good 
proportion of the retail shops along 
the two nearest linear shopping 
streets, though some still remain in 
white hands. 
Blacks began buying into the 
enclave itself. I am familiar enough 
with the situation to know that those 
who did tended to be good, strong, 
stable families. The enclave kept its 
look of well-being. 
There was no mad exodus of 
whites to the suburbs. On the 
contrary, 
through 
an 
active, 
neighborhood-conscious community 
organization, a very determined 
effort was made to keep the enclave 
“balanced.” The effort met with 
real success. As blacks were moving 
in, new white families also took up 
residence. Black and white families 
mingled on the social level, albeit on 
a somewhat limited basis. A modest 
neighborhood 
block 
party, 
held 
annually, was well attended by 
blacks and whites mixing in evident 
good will. 
To the extent the black movement 
into and around the enclave required 
higher income levels, the change 
would seem to substantiate the 


argument just made by authors 
Richard 
Scammon 
and 
Ben 
Wattenberg that such gains are 
being made. 
Yet, in only the last year or two, 
the hopeful trend has stopped. The 
enclave truly looks to the eye as 
good as ever. But whites have 
ceased moving into the area. And 
those still there are, sadly, moving 
slowly out. What has happened? 
The answers lie in the terrible 
deterioration of the surrounding 
apartment and shopping zones, in 
the increase of crime, and in the 
growth of fear. 
Street robberies and burglaries in 
those zones are common. Last 
summer three young men were 
murdered in an apartment not far 
from the enclave. Before that, a 
murder took place in the enclave 
itself as a thief silenced his victim. 
I have no idea of the exact income 
levels of the people living in the 
apartments nearby, but they ought 
to be fairly good. Still, this territory 
is taking on the look of slum. The 
shopping streets are scarred with 
empty boarded-up stores. One whole 
block and a half was torn down. A 
housewife thinking of moving into 
the enclave can fairly ask: “Where 
can I safely shop for graceries?” 
The 
noble 
experim ent 
in 
“balance” is dead. And no one in the 
enclave is more fearful than the 
stable black families whose move 
there seemed so promising to 
everyone.

Tourism 


We have always been interested in 
tourism as a viable industry for 
Lompoc Valley. We know it is 
difficult 
for 
some 
people 
to 
understand why it should be tagged 
an industry, but it is poetic license. 
Tourism does bring in money. So 
does industry. 
We like tourism because it is one 
of the cleanest industries we can 
think of not discounting, of course, 
the exhaust of the vehicles that 
bring the tourists to the area. 
We are therefore 
a bit surprised to 
d i s c o v e r 
t h a t 
California, in recent 
years, 
has 
been 
spending little, if 
anything, in support 
of tourism. In the 
f i s c a l 
y e a r 
preceding this fiscal 
year, 
California 
spent just $41,000 
for 
support 
of 
t o u r i s m . 
Th at 
$41,000 investment 
brought the state 
$350 
million 
in 
taxes. 
Senator George Moscone brought 
a lot of this to light in a recent 
Sacramento talk. He called the 
tourist support or lack of it a “great 


of 
indictment 
on 
our 
sense 
priorities” and we agree. 
Moscone estimates that 200,000 
jobs might be created by a bigger 
push for tourism. “What is called 
the hospitality industry,” he said, 
“hotels, restaurants and the like 
will have a major share of these new 
jobs, but they will only have them if 
California is shown to the rest of the 
world as a desirable place to visit.” 


Statistics show that tourists spend 
an estimated $100 a day. When sales 
tax, use tax, room tax, gasoline and 
miscellaneous taxes are considered, 
a fair share of that $100 a day goes to 
all levels of government. 


Moscone claims that rapid transit 
systems in the State and connecting 
systems would definitely aid tne 
tourism effort. If such systems were 
built, tourists could well afford to 
leave behind succession of campers 
and 
giant recreational vehicles 
which stream across California 
borders each year. 


Some may argue that California 
does not need to push tourism. 
Everybody knows that we are the 
Golden State. But Florida, which, 
despite what Californians say, can 
be a nice place to visit, spends 31 


times as much as California in 
attracting tourists. 
New York, which can be a lousy 
place to visit, can certainly justify 
spending 43 times as much as 
California.

Another thing that has happened 
in San Luis, revitalization backers 
say, is that after the downtown area 
began to look up, investors began to 
refurbish declining buildings and 
establish new restaurants, retail 
shops and other businesses. 
According to that city's mayor, 
the done over San Luis Center now 
takes in more retail sales than any 
of the area’s glossy new shopping 
centers and has put the city back on 
a firm money footing. 
It’s doubtful that Virginia City, 
Tombstone or Durango were first 


laid out with browsing malls, senior 
citizens’ 
benches 
and

design motifs. It just wasn’t us; we 
had things to do. 
This was truer, say, of Rome 
where

the city’s fountains have always 
been the most arrestingly beautiful 
in the world and, also, business on 
the Via Veneto has always bustled.
